Looking  Ahead  .  .  . 


It  was  all  so  familiar,  now  that  I  was  back  again.  Boyden 
had  not  changed  much  in  these  last  ten  years — same  old 
buildings,  and  teachers,  and  even  some  of  the  same  old  stu¬ 
dents — as  the  first  person  I  recognized  was  Bill  Taylor, 
who  is  finally  Miss  Miller's  star  pupil.  Since  this  was  my 
first  trip  home  in  ages,  Bill  had  much  to  tell  me  about  the 
school  and  the  people.  I  knew  that  Jean  Forbes  was  married— 
but — that  she  had  twins  old  enough  to  attend  Helen  Ritchie's 
kindergarten  came  as  a  complete  surprise  to  me.

They've 
enlarged  it  and  fixed  it  up.  When  we  arrived,  a  large  pas¬ 
senger  plane  was  just  landing.  Henry  Lentz,  Bill  Mills  and 
Ed  Edmiston  had  piloted  the  ship  and  several  of  the  pas¬ 
sengers  were  here  for  our  meeting.  Joe  Fries  and  Paul  Stokes, 
government  lawyers,  got  off,  and  came  over  to  say  hello,  but 
it  was  quite  a  while  before  Robert  "Sinatra"  Mason  could 
break  away  from  his  women  admirers.  Robert  is  singing  at 
Bob  Earnhardt's  radio  station.  Henry  told  us  that  Bert  Gil¬ 
lespie,  Tommy  Mills  and  James  Morgan  landed  their  plane  in 
the  airport  several  hours  earlier. 

When  we  got  back  into  town  Margaret  Cole  and  I  stopped 
by  Mabel  Barnhardt's  beauty  shop.  Margaret  has  three  chil¬ 
dren,  named  Buggar,  Iona,  and  Tee  Square.  Mabel's  assistants, 
Ola  Mae  Holt  and  Mary  Rudolph,  told  us  that  Charlotte  John¬ 
ston  and  Geraldine  Miller  have  come  home  all  the  way  from 
India.  Charlotte  is  a  reporter  and  Geraldine  is  a  missionary. 

The  banquet  was  wonderful.  It  was  held  at  Jack  Randall 
and  Jackie  Walter's  hotel.  The  new  Broadway  play  written 
by  Audrey  Davis  and  Rose  Zimmerman  was  presented  for 
us.  Ann  Coggin,  Betty  Joe  Atwell,  and  that  great  lover,  Jack 
Thompson,  were  the  stars.  The  play  is  called  "The  Keyhole 
in  the  Door,"  and  is  very  successful — just  look  who  directed 
it — Howard  Warren  and  J.  Van  Hayworth.  Then  we  had  a 
concert  by  an  all-woman's  orchestra.
